The reply filed on November 13, 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has failed to identify which of the 
newly added claims are readable on the elected species as required by MPEP 809.02(a). See 
37 CFR 1.111. 

It is noted that applicant originally elected the species of Figures 1, 2, and 3 A whereby 
claims 1-7 and 16-23 were indicated as being readable on the elected species. In the amendment 
filed June 24, 2002 (Paper No. 8), applicant proceeded to amend claims 1 and 16 thereby 
drawing the claims to a non-elected species, i.e., that of Figures 4 and 5. Accordingly, since 
claims 1-7, 22, 23, and 16-21 (see Paper No. 8) do not read on the elected species and applicant 
has failed to identify which of the newly added claims are readable on the elected species, at 
present there are no claims to examine on the merits. Thus, applicant is required to identify all of 
the claims readable on the species of Figures 1, 2, and 3 A.
